DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114. including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 30, 2006 has been entered. 

2. Claims 98-104 and 1 18-134 are pending and considered in this Office action. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement submitted on June 30, 2006 is in compliance with 
the provisions of 37 CRF 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement has been 
considered by the examiner. An initialed and dated copy of Applicant's IDS form 1449 is 
attached to the instant Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains ; or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claim 101 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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6. Since a monoclonal antibody can't only "consist of CDRs, the claim 101 should say the 
CDR region of a monoclonal antibody consist of CDRs derived from the hybridoma cell line 
designated PA 14 (ATCC Accession No. HB12610). 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); //? re 
VogeU 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

7. Claims 98-104 and 1 18-134 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-5, 18, 31 and 74 of 
copending Application No. 10/371,483. It is noted that a notice of allowability of 10/371,483 
has mailed to Applicant on May 16, 2006. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they 
are not patentably distinct from each other because both sets of claims encompass the same 
product. 

8. The instant claims 98-104 and 1 18-134 are drawn to an isolated monoclonal antibody 
designated as PAH or a fragment or a derivative with the same CDRs. The copending allowed 
claims are also drawn to an antibody with same CDRs. Therefore, the instant claims are 
anticipated by the allowed claims 1-5. 18,31 and 74 of copending Application No. 10/371,483.
